Stage Recalled 


One of: Upland’s pioneer citi- 
zens who still thinks of this city 
as home is Clarence N. Drake, 
72, 554. E, Belmont §t., Ontario. 
“Chick’’.-Drake,- as he will: be 
remembered by many old timers, 
drove the first stage ever to take 
the mountain road to Camp Bal; 
dy. a 

The stage coach, drawn by six 
horses, made the trip six days 
a week, and was in operation 
until the first motor stage was 
put on the run in 1906. Mr. Drake 
recalls that Mt. Baldy, in those 
early days, was promoted by C. 
W. Bayham, as a summer resort. 
Few people went there for snow 
sports, then. 

Coming to Upland in 1902, from 
Greenfield, Ill., Mr. Drake lived

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Formation of New High School District 
Time For Action Has Come 
In Getting Classrooms 


Anyone who has ever had any connection with the Euc- 
lid Ave. campus of Chaffey high school, naturally has deep 
sentiment about the long-established alma mater. Any sugges- 
tion about the Chatfey high school district being further cut 
up is not readily received with any enthusiasm — by some 
people. 


Furthermore, it is a gigantic undertaking, fraught with 
many uncertainties, for interested parents to begin a program 
of establishing a new high school district. 


Mingled reactions, therefore have come from the recent 
effort to establish the proposed Foothill high school district. 
Many parents are determined, however, to do something about 
the situation. Some cautious observers suggest deliberate ac- 
tion to avoid errors. 


But the time for action has come. 


While the boundaries of the district may be changed from 
what is proposed at present, the ultimate goal zor all of us 
along the foothills is a complete separation from the controver- 
sial influences in downtown Ontario. 


The time has come for parents who have repeatedly fa- 
vored adequate high school classrooms to be in a district by 
themselves, so they may obtain what is the vital need for su- 
perior high school education. 


It matters not to parents and the general public who is 
the architect for the buildings or whose personal feelings must 
be satisfied before the public can freely and without duress 
vote for a sound educational program. 


Actually, the only purpose in the formation of a new 
high school district is to achieve through this procedure what 
cannot be obtained otherwise. 


As a member of the Chafiey high school district, the fu- 
ture is not bright for ever getting a classroom bond approved. 
On two occasions within a year, Ontario voters have said “No” 
to the proposal of completing Upland high school. 


The outlook is bright, therefore, in getting classrooms 
quicker on the Upland high school campus through creation of 
a separate high school district. And as additional classrooms 
are needed, foothill community residents can vote as they 
please, since they will be removed from the negative influ- 
ences in Ontario and unconcerned about satisfying petty 
whims. '

SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


School board members should 
be in agreement on all matters. 
But my conscience will not let 
me agree or keep still pertain- 
ing to the proposed increase of 
our school taxes, that you will 
vote on May 18, 1956. 

You have elected me to rep- 
resent you on the school board 
and I feel duty bound to do so, 
properly and vigorously in every 
detail. 

The present tax rate for our 
local school district is 72 cents 
for each assessed $100 valuation 
with a maximum tax ceiling of 
90 cents. The proposed increase 
to $1.65 seems like a tremendous 
jump at this time. Particularly, 
when the need is based on rumors 
and guesswork, that the 39 per 
cent assessed increase in valua- 
tion of last year will be elimina- 
ted on next year’s tax rate. Also, 
based on a high budget proposed 
by the school’s administration 
and not actually worked over 
for cuts that will not take any- 
thing away from our children. 

The school board, along with 
a committee of citizens and the 
administration should be working 
on the budget for the school year 
of 1956-1957, This proposed ex- 
penditure budget must be pre- 
sented to the county schools of- 
fice July 1, 1956. Actual tax rates 
for an operational budget cannot
